Your attention is-again invited to the state of our 
courts. Itappeared to be a prevalent opinion at the 
last Session, that this Session, which from circumstan- 
ces was then anticipated, would be a favorable time 
for a fair and temperate consideration of our Judi« 
cial System. The interval’ between the Seésions 
would, it was thought, afford opportunity for reflec- 
tion upon the amerdments suggested, and also en- 
able you to return to the discharge of your duties 
with a knowledge of the public will on this import- 
ant subject. My“ opinions with regard. to.it Lave 
not changed since I was placed in the station I now 
occupy. I take the liberty of referring you to my 
former messages, particularly that of 1821, for a 
view of what has oecurred and still occurs to me 
as the best plan of amendmert. A plan which lessy >- 
sens the number of courts for the trial of Jury cause 
es, thereby saving a sufficient sum to secure to us for 
decision of causes in the last resort, an hunest, intel. . 
ligent, prudent and-vigoroug supreme~ court. [4 
the hands of this tribunal are our property, chars 
acter and lives, No exertion can be too great to . 
place it upon the best possible footing. That ihe “ 
progress of society—the increase of population— 
wealth and litigation would make changes in the ©- 
arrangement of our courts politic and necessary was 
reasonably to be expected. In. making alterations 
however, we should never lose sight of the wise 
checks upon the legislative department. found ia 
our constitution; checks not intended for the indivi- 
dual benefit of Judges, but designed, by protecting 
incumbents during good behaviour, to render them 
independent while they act correcfly, and thus to 
secure the rights atid liberties of the citizen.— 
Those best acquainted with the dockets of our Su- 
preme Court of Errors and Appeals, represent them, 
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as becoming more instead of Jess crowded. A 
number of the causes on one of them have been de- 
pending there for many years——and, unless a reme~x 
dy be applied by the General Assembly, the situa- 
tion of the court, so far from offering as it should, 
speedy relief to the injured, would seem to create 
such delay as almost amounts, in the language of our 
bill of rights, to a denial of justice and has created 
general dissatisfaction. This court ought te be so 
organized, that it should never adjourn until it had 
gone through every case ~on its decket.” To effect, 
this object it would appear to be necessary to Jessen 
the travels of the Judges 3 and to lessen their du” 
ties by not requiring the individuals who preside 
there to hold inferior equity courte. The number 
of which, the court is at present, in fact composed 
seems little auspicious to a speedy determination of 
causes.. There are four Judges and three are rey 
quired toconcur in every judgement and decree, 

. Upwards of seven years ago, ig consequence of the 
pecuniary emparrassments of the country, the banks 
of Tennessee, with the exception of the State Bank 
at Knoxville, ceased to redeem their notes by the 
payment of Specie. The measure was deemed to 
he expedient, principally on account of the inability 
of the bank debtors to meet the calls which neces. 
sity would have obliged those institutions to make 
to sustain their own credit. Yet it was not expected 
by any one who reflected upgn the subject, that a 
paper circulating medium should be permitted to ex- 
ist beyond the period when a sound currency could 
be sufely restored. The directors and other officers. 
of the banks, have been unremilting in their exertions 
to place the institutions in a situation to pay specie. 
without seriously affecting the debtor class of socis 
cty by their operations. The object they had in 
view has been reached. The banks by a simultane- 
ous act, commenced the payment of specie for their 
notes on the first day of September last, and I am. 
highly gratitied in being able to asseure you, that. 
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little or no inconvenience Kas resulted from the meas 
sure. A much Jess amount of gold ‘and silver has 
; been called for, than had been anticipated’ by | the 
directors, and but a amall part of that which hag 
been paid, has left the Stare.. The restoration ¿afa 
sound currency is a measure, which should receive 
the unqualified approbation and sup 'ort of every cis 
tisen, who feels interested in the futare happiness and 
prosperity of Tennessee. It sustaims our credit a- 
road—gives permanent & settled value to proper- 
ty, and causes + very dollar in the country to circu- 
late usefully and freely, thereby preventing much 
veal diminution in the circulating medium. It is 
urged by somé that the time selected for the res 
sumption of sprcie payment was unpropitious; tbat. 
in consequence of the high prices that were obtajned 
for cotton and tobacco, in the spring aud summer 
of eighteen hundred and twenty five, pecuniary 
engagements were then made, which cannot now be 
strictly complied with, owing in some degreé to the 
low ‘prices of the produce of the country. This 
reasoning would be entitled to consideration if the 
period could te pointed to, with any degreeof cer- 
tainty, when the commurity by-a prudent manage 
ment of its monied affairs—-might be unem barrass- 
_ed, and better prepared to meet the emergency 
than at present, It may not be amiss to notite an os 
pinion entertained by some, that theBank. of the 
State of Tennessee, aught not to have commenced 
the payment of specie without the sanction and di- 
rection of the General Assembly. This opinion 
cannot as I canceive be supported’ by any good or 
even plausi. ble reason. The usefulness of a Bank de~ 
pends on the credit it sustains, and if this institution 
had not begun to pay specie when the other Banks 
did, its paper would now be at a great discount + 
confidence in ‘its solvency completely distroyed, ` and 
“when it should commence the payment of its notes 
by order of the Legislature, every dollar that could 
‘be collected would be immediately } presented, 
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on 
which would so cramp its future operations, that it 
would be of little or no value to the country, 

It is confidently believed, that the pecuniary con: 
€erns of our citizens generally, are, all things consis 
dered, in a desirable situation. It is true, that the 
cultivator of the soil cannot get as high prices for the 
principal articles of exportation. Yet it is equally 
true, that he bas in great abundance all the necessa~ 
ry articles of consumption; and if our ideas and ex- 

ectations he not too highly raised—if we are satis- 
Eed with a reasonable portion of thegood things of 
life—if we live within our means—if we sell more 
than we buy, and buy only what we need—if we 
discourage extravagant importations of foreign goods 
by prefering our owa household mantfactures—i 
short, if we be industrious and frugal, we cannot 
fail to be a prosperous and happy people.~ 
7 Fhad great pleasure in carrying into effect your 
resolution of the last session, requiring the Govern- 
or to procure information from the different peni- 
tentiaries in the United States, with regard_te 
their usefulness as a means of punishing crimihal 
offences. For the purpose of giving effect to what 
I conceive to be the wish and intention of the Legis- 
lature, Jetters of inquiry were addressed to the Go» 
vernors of States where jienetentiaries have been 
established, from many of whom replies have been 
received, containing much useful and satisfactory 
intelligence. [am also indebted to Governor Mor: 
ril, of New«Hampshire, for the receipt of an inte- 
resting report fram the “Prison Discipline Society of 
Boston,” which furnishes much valuable information 
from most of the penitentiaries ahd state prisons 


in the union. The information contained in this res’ 


port is peculiarly important, & much te be relied 
upon, because it was obtained from the personal ob- 
servation of an intelligent and tealous agent of the 
society, who was appointed to visit all the peniten- 
tiarigs in the United States, for the purpose of col- 
lecting such facts as would enable the society to 
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carry ‘into successful operation the benevolent de- 
signs for which it was formed, The communications 
which g have received upon this subject, dre thought 
_ to be too extensive and humerous to lay before your 
body, on account of the time it would require‘ to 
give them a full and fair investigation. ‘The propri- 
ety ofappointing a committeé to examine and report 
upon“ them, is submitted to your attention, As being 
intimately connected with this subject, the commit» 


tee might also examine the returns of the clerks of ` 


dhe circuit and county courts touching the expense 
of criminal prosecutions. 7 

It seems to be universally admitted by all those 
who haye bestowed much attention on the subject, 
that the penitentinry system, with the improves 
ments which have been recently made, isbetter cal- 
culated to arrest the progress of crime, and reform 
the guilty, than any penal code that has been 
hereiofore devised. Experience has proved, that 


the prisoners must be classed; that no communica- 


tion shouldbe permitted between the old and hard- 
ened villain, and the young and pliant cffender; 
that the.confinement of each individualin a separate 
cell at night, prevents the opportunity of forming. 
dangerous combinations, and leads to reflection ou 
the improprieties of an ill-spent life, which, in ma- 
ny instances, has produced reformation of the 
most sincere and permanent character. 

In compliance with a resolution of your last ses- 
sion, a Commissioner was appointed to aid the engi-

through this state, ofa route for the great national 
road contemplated to be established from the city 
of Washington to New Orleans.

3 In obedience to anact passed at the last session, 
iwo commissioners were appointed on the part of 
‘Tennessee, to confer with those of the state of A- 
dabama, on the practicability of removing the obs 
structions occasioned by the Muscle Shoals in the 
‘Tennessee river, by improving its bed, or by a cax 
nal on the norih side of the river, The commis- 
sioners from the twostates met early in Septem- 
ber, and examined the Shoals with the greatest 
care; and it is gratifyieg to he able to assure you, 
that they consider it entirely practicable to remove 
all obstructions to navigation for keel and small 
steam boats, ata much less expense than has been 
heretofore thought necessary. In the course of a 
few days, the report of our commissioner will be 
laid before you, accompanied with some remarks on 
the propriety and plan of appropriating funds joints 
_ Jy with Alabama, to accomplish an object so peculi- 
arly important to the commercial interests of a 
considerable portion of the two states. ‘The pro- 
priety of making comp -nsation for the services of 
those gentlemen, as well as the commissioner who 
attended the engineers in the examination of a 
route for the national road, will doubtless receive 
your favorable corissideration.

The front wall is 
two hundred and six feet, with a building three sto- 
ries high, fifty six feet long py twenty six feet wide; 
_ a wing at each end running off at right angles ninety 
four feets-at the termination of the wings commen- 
ces a semicircular building eonnecting them. & for- 
ming a half oval figure. The outer walls are from 
five to two anda half feet thick and are of brick.— 
It contains one hundred and forty, eight cells: inclnd- 
ing thtrty one for close solitary confinement un-- 
der sentence of the court, two large rooms for- 
the females, twelve dungeons to punish offences 
against the polioe, and twenty rooms for different 
purposes. One hundred and forty four cells con- 
structed each for one prisoner. The criminals are 
clothed from cloth made by themselves; and fed’ by 
contract at six and a half cents-a ratione The con< . 
victs are employed atshoe and harness making, black- 
smithing, nailing, wheelwrighting, coopering, with _ 
other employments, and making burr millstones, the 
latter of which is by far the most profitable, though” 
in consequence of the smal] demand it is carried to 
a very limited extent. For bad- conduct they are 
punished with stripes and confinement in the dun- - 
‘€eon on bread and water. ae institution as at-pre-~ - 
s í f i 
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sent organized, is a charge upon the state of about 
eight thousand dollars, including the expense of 
transporting criminals from different parts of the 
state, thongh it is beeved that there are practical’ 
alterations which can be made, that will make it not 
only pay ail charges but produce a revenue to the . 
state. ‘The penitentiary is under the directian ofa 
superintendant and seyen assistants, the whole man» 
agement of the interior under the control of a board 
consisting of five directors. A small guard is ems 
ployed. Since the institution went into operation, 
about fourteen hundred convicts have been admitted, 
of which number seventy five art for second & third 
offences, but for the last two years, the latter descrip: - 
tion are much fewer to the whole, number than for- 
merly—this no doubt is owing to the increased rig- 
or of the police and of the laws. The superintend. 
“ant believes that the opinion of the most enlightened 
- part of society is in favor of a well regulated penitem 
tiary System, as the best means of attaining the 
great ends of justice and the preyention of crimes— 
that executive clemency hasa tendency to increase 
crime—-that humane punishment to have the effect 
of keeping vice in check, should by its mildness be, 
certain in its infliction, that no feelings of sympathy 
beyond the justice and humanity of the law should 
prevail to exempt the offender from the correction 
his country has preséribed for his wickedness. Goy, 
Taylor writés me as foilows on the subject: 

‘t Tbai the experienced part of the state believe 
ibat penitentiaries afford the best means of attaining 
the great ends of justice is sufficieatly evident from 
‘the single fact, that two years since the penitentiary 
at this place was consumed by fire, and that altho’ a, 
fair opportunity was thus afforded of abolishing the 
system, yet the legislature, directed its rebuilding 
with very considerable enlargements. As to ils 
practical results, it may be safely asserted that it has 
‘been attended with no augmentation of crime—re 
ference being had to the list of judicial conviction 
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before fts erection, taken in connection with the 
numbers of our inhabitants. This of itself argues 
decisively in its favor, since under any severe ‘code 
of laws where offences less than murder are. punished 
with death, the. principle of mercy often jnterposes to - 
regcue the guilty from puhishment, whereas, under’: 
this system that principle cannot successitlly be ins 
yoked, and crime uniformly meets its reward... ` 
STATE OF NEW-JERSEY: `. ° . 
In 1797 the penitentiary of this state was estab 
lished, and,in September 1798, the first prisoner was 
received, since which time there has been eonfined . 
1071 criminals. There are now seventy corvicts—— 
four of whom are confined fpr second, offences and 
two fora third. The penitentiary consists ofa house 
fifty fectin front, cellar, kitchen, bakery a dining- 
hall, an office, committee room, a large hall, two | 
rooms for the keeper, a halland four rooms aboxe for 
the same use-—two wings projecting narth and south 
from this building, three stories high, each contains 
ing six rooms and an eight feet hall. At thé north 
wing there is a building three stories high, contain- 
ing twelve cells to punish the refractery and disobe- ` 
dient, Another house at the south wing, forty by 
fifty feet, four stories high, containing forty cells, six 
by eight feet, addpted for one person, asd wre cega- 
pied by those who are sentenced to solitary imprisan- 
ment. ‘The outer walls are eighteen feet high, four- 
teen of which are: stone, and „four at the tap of. 
bricks, three feet thick at, the base and two at the top, - 
the whole inclosing two acres of ground. The first 
cost fifty thousand dollars, but considerable sums 
have since been appropriated which have gréatly. 
augmented the charge. The criminals are employ- 
ed in shoemaking, weaving. sawing. marble and 
-pounding plaster of paris. |The costs of convictions, 
and transporting criminals are chargeable on the in- . 
stitution, so that in that-way. it is a heavy charge. - 
upon the state.’ Itis believed however that it would . 
meet all-expenses if a ‘profitable business could bë 
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tullowed here the raw material would cost buf lit, 
tle, the labor considerable and the market for.the ar- 
ticle when made on the spot, It is thought to be 
the most humane manner of punishing crimes, and 
the beat calculated to reform the culprit. The ins 
‘stitution is under the control of'a keeper, with three 
assistants constantly in the yard superintending the 
work, IJthas alsoaclerk to keep the accounts, and 
a centine] on the walls. : 
STATE OF NEW-HAMPSHIRE. 

The penitentiary in this State has been in nse 
since the year.1812, The institution consists of a 
large three-story building, seventy feet by thirty-six 
feet, conne-ted' with which isa house forty-nine feet 

, by twenty-iwo, the walls three feet thick, and entire. 
ly of granite. It contains thirty-six cells, eight by 
nine fect, and six in the upper story ten by zeven- 
teen fect. Two convicts usually lodge in cne cell, 
four may, but it isagreed that goodjpolicy requires 
that only one should occupy a cel], The criminals 
are empieyed in making wagors, blacksmithing, 
ccopering and Lewing stove. The latter bas been 
their principal employment for the last cight years 
—ut which they rot only pay all expenses, but pro- 
duce a revenue to the state. The workis done ves 
ry nice and transported to Boston where ilfrds a 
ready market. From May 1812 to May 1822, 
twenty-seven thousand four hundred and sixty-three 
dollars have been drawn from the treasury for the 
support of jhe institution; since that.period the 
clear gain has been twenty thousand dollare, or near 
that sum, The usual number of convicts is frem 
fi'iyxfour to seventy four—the whole number sincé 
1812, istwo hundred and fifty-seven, eleven of whom 
for second offe: ces. Governor M rril wrifes--" Vy 
own opinion is decided!) in faver of Pen tentiarirs if 
righ+ly constructed and properly managed, They 
st u'd he so formed that one orly should cecupy a 
cell, that all ne cinrnalinterronree and cer yerss.tion 
shouid be prevented, Auburn prison in New-York 
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is the best constructed of anv in the United States 
fur these purposes.” In this prison the cecommit~ 
ments are less than one to twenty, whereas in those 
ona bad plan and badly managed, such as the New- 
York state prison, the‘ Philadelphia and Massachus | 
setts penitentiartes, the recommitments are about, 
one to four. The New-Hampshire Penitentiary is 
surrounded by a wall two hundred and fifty nine, by 
one hundred and ninety-two feet, fourteen feet high 
surrounded by a range of pickets fourteen feet. 
The officers of the institution are a warden ‘and de~ 
puly warden. There are also a physician, chaplain 
two oyerseers of the werk-shops and four guards, 
The governor and council are the directors of the 
lustitution. 

STATE OF MARYLAND. 
The buildings of the Penitentiay in this state, 
are surroind by a wall ofeighteen feet high, and 
surmounted by a wooden parapet of faur feet, and, 
encloses an area of four acres. The origiral cost 
ofthe lot and buildings was eighty-eight thousand 
four hundred and seventeen dollars, Subsequent 
additions and improvements have increased the cost 
toone hundred and forty five thousand dollars. In 
January 1812, the first prisoner was received under, 
the penitentiary laws. The’ prison department is 
one hundred and fifty-five feet in length, thirty nine 
in breadth, and forty five high, containing four 
stories. The number of sleeping-rooms is thirty-six; — 
they are constructed to lodge ten persons, twenty~ 
two cells for the punishment of offences, committed, 
in the h suse, and to carry into effect the sentences 
of the courts. The prioners are en:ployed in weav- 
ing, hatting; comb making, dying and cutting stone, 
Weaving is the most lucrative business, in conses 
quence of the excellent texture of the goods; ‘ther 
superiority in every respect, and the readiuess with ` 
which they can be sold. The other employments 
are alga profitable, Punishment for disorderly con- 
duct is whipping‘ and politery confinement, with 
> : 2 so a > 
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half allowance of bread and water. ‘I'he institu- 
tion hasalways drawn from the state treasury the 
salaries of all the officers except those of the princi. 
pal keeper and matron of the female department,’ 
which are paid out ofthe profits of the house. The 
collective salaries of the other officers, amount at 
present to seven thousand two hundred dollars per 
annum, The average profits of the house the last 
three years, weré about five thousand dollars; so 
that the institution œ uld not have paid the salaries 
ofits officers without drawing upon its active capi- 
tal. However its present flourishing condition and 
flattering prospects, justify the belief, that it will in 
time, not only defray its own expenses, but produce 

,a revenue to the state. The profits of the last year 
alone exceeded twelve thousand dollars. There 
are thirteen deputy keepers, of these, six actas . 
guards during the day, three on the walls with loads 
ed muskets, and three acting as turnkeys; six of 
the other deputies are heads of the diff-rent manu- 
facturing departments, and one is employed as a 
messenger. Many cases of reimprisonment have 
occurred; bat the fault is attributed to the incorris 
gible depravity of the criminals themselves, rather 
than to any defect in the system of punishment. It 
is admitted tbat their system is not perfect, and that 
solitary confinement is decidedly preferable. In so 
extensive a commingling of crimes of every grade, 
immoral associations must necessarily take place; 
and the combination in spite of every antidote, must 
tend rather to foster, than fo extinguish the propen- 
sity te crime. The separate confinement of crimin- 
als at might is believed to be the only means of effec- , 
ting a radical change or reformation. Three bun- 
dred and forty prisoners werein the penitentiary of 
ihe first day of December Iast. 


Thaye thus presented to your view a condensed 
statement of the situation of six penitentiaries. I 
intended to baye added an account of two or three 
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more of the New-England Penitentiaries, but the 
documents received from those institutions are af 
this moment mislaid. , It may however be assumed 
as a certain fact, that their condition is as’ favorable 


as the best of those to. which your attention hasbeen - 


allied. = š 

- It seems that well. regulated penitentiaries are.ca- 

able of defraying all: expenses to which they are 
incident; hutifwe were certain that an institution 
of this kind would be a charge upon our treasury for 
some years, it would form no ‘reasonable objection. 
to its establishment.: For it ought- to be borne ib 
mind, that the state is now subject toa charge of 
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from ten to fifteen thousand dollars annually for the ` 
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confinement of criminals after conviciion—a charge 


which would cease if we had a penitentiary. `-
